Both Austria and Turkey are through and admit it. 
Crushed by the Allied armies and torn by internal dis­ 
sensions, Germany’s two remaining tools are frantically beg­ 
ging for peace. 
Without waiting for definite conclusion of 
an armistice, Austria has officially announced that her armies 
are being withdrawn from Italy and the Balkans.

Turkey, it is reported, has prepared a note to the AL 
lies, which practically amounts to unconditional surrender. 
As evidence of her good faith, she suggests that the Allied

W A S H IN G T O N . Oct. 31.— Fifteen Austrian divisions between the mouth 
of the Brenta and the Piave are in grave danger, “and a crisis is impending,” 
said an official Italian war office report to the Italian embassy here today. 
The territory recaptured yesterday by Allied troops is more than a mil­ 
lion square kilometers and the fighting front now extends for about 150 kilo­ 
meters, the statement added. 


VIE N N A , via London, Oct. 31.— The Austrian war office announced today 
that “in view of our often expressed resolve to bring about conclusion of an 
armistice and peace,” the occupied territory of Italy will be evacuated. 
(This may mean the evacuation of Belgrade, capital of Serbia, as this 
city is located on the south bank of the Danube, at the junction of that rivor 
with the Save.

All citrus growers a re asked to tak e 
a sam ple of

w ater 
from wells or canal and send sam e 
to Prof. W. P. Kelley, Citrus Experi­ 
ment Station, Riverside, Cal. 
A q uart 
sample is sufficient. 
Put in a w ater­ 
tight bottle or jar, pack in 
excelsior, 
paper o r other 
protective 
material, 
box securely and ship express collect. 
Tile experim ent station will pay all 
shipping charges. 
The sam ple is to lie taken after 
the w a ter has been running thirty 
minutes a t the least. 
Do 
not 
draw 
sample from an open tank or reser­ 
voir. 
J t must be fresli from well or 
canal. 
T h e exact location of the well 
must he described, giving township, 
range, section, and any 
o t h e r data 
that will assist in m apping the source 
of w a t ’i. 
Depth of well and am ount 
of w ater per hour pumped should also 
lie stated. 
It is Im portant th a t this m a tte r he 
given im m ediate 
attention, 
as 
the 
samples m ust he in the chemical lab­ 
oratory by November 15. 
W ater from 
citrus sections only is desired at this 
time. 
L ater on, an extended survey 
will cover other districts.

Y. Ut and Y. W. Exemption 
♦------------------ From the Riverside Press ------------------♦ 


The P ress regrets that a majority of the chamber of 
com m erce com m ittee which reviewed the constitutional 
amendm ent made an adverse report on No. 14, which 
provides for the exemption of the buildings of the Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A. from taxation. 
T he position of 
the m em bers of the com m ittee who took this stand 
was that they believe the exem ption of churches was a 
^mistake and that the doors should be closed to further 
exem ptions. 
This view, however, is not that generally held in tho 
United States. 
At the time California exem pted churches 
from taxation, this was the last state in the country 
to take that action; and the information of the writer is 
that the properties of the two Christian associations are 
exempted from taxation elsew here throughout the coun­ 
try. 
The Y. M. C. A. and the Y. W. C. A. do the institu­ 
tional work of the churches, and it seem s inconsistent 
lo exem pt the church buildings and tax the association 
properties. 


As a practical question, the exem ption really cuts 
no ice in the tax rate. 
The few hundred dollars paid 
in taxes by the Riverside Y. M. C. A. w hen distributed 
over tile entire tax roll of the county would result in an 
increase in taxation on other property that would be 
infinitesimal. 
Tile biggest taxpayer in the county would 
never know the difference in his tax bill. 
T he exemption, 
however, would mean that the association w’ould have 
that much less to raise in the com m unity for current 
expenses. 
T hese associations ara largely dependent on 
public subscriptions for their support; and the tax exemp­ 
tion would be in the nature of a sm all subscription made 
by the people of the entire county. 
The Press is con­ 
fident that the taxpayers of the county appreciate the 
philanthropic and humanitarian work done by the Y. M. 
C. A. and Y. W. C. A. so fully that they would be glad 
to make this trifling contribution to their work by 
means of the tax exemption. 


Roth of these associations are doing a wonderful 
piece of work in the war, so important that President 
Wilson has given definite governm ent approval for the 
campaign next month to raise |lir»,000,000 for the sup­ 
port of the war activities of these two agencies. 
Locally 
the Y. M. C. A. is the home for the soldiers from March 
Field when they come to town; and hundreds use the 
privileges of the building every week. 
T he Y. W. C. A. 
is providing “hostess house’ facilities for the wives, sis­ 
ters, mothers and sw eethearts of the fliers; and that bit 
of service is of the highest value and is deeply appreci­ 
ated by the soldiers. 
Why under war conditions should 
we impose the added burden on expense on these organi­ 
zations which taxation involves? 
The broad minded 
generous, patriotic thing to do is to vote for exemption.

DENMARK SPEAKS UP 


With Germany nearing political bankruptcy, 
modest little Denmark plucks up courage to present 
a claim which all the world had forgotten. 
It is an instructive tale. 
\\ hen modern Prussia 
started out in her ambitious project of world- 
dominion. the first thing she did was to make war on 
her neighbor. Denmark. 
Denmark resisted bravely. 
hut lost, and Prussia promptly helped herself to what 
she wanted, which was the rich province of Schleswig- 
Holstein. 
That shrunk Denmark to about half her 
size, bottled her up in the Danish peninsula, and gave 
Prussia the route she desired for the Kiel canal, to 
connect the Baltic anti North sea'. 
It was the first of the three steps by which the 
German empire was built, the second being the war 
against Austria anti the third the war against France. 
In the peace treaty, Germany agreed to submit 
the question of permanent possession to a referendum 
of the Schleswig-Holstein population. 
Needless to 
say, the agreement was only a "'crap of paper. 
Germany has never been able to find time or occasion 
to take "care of that little detail. 
Now Denmark in­ 
sists that the pledge be kept. I f carried out honestly. 
it would result in giving Denmark the northern half 
of the province, at least. 
Thus another Prussian chicken comes home to 
roost. 


Amendment No. 21 


On the grounds that Amendment No. 21, the dental 
initiative, is a health measure and that its adoption would 
be a menace to every man. woman and child in Cali­ 
fornia, the State Board of Health, at its last meeting, 
adopted a formaT resolution urging the people of the state 
to vote NO on November 5. 
The action of the State Board of H ealth followed a 
careful consideration of every section of the proposed 
amendment. 
The arguments prepared by the proponents 
were weighed against those opposed to the measure, and 
the conclusion of the board was that the proposition con­ 
tained nothing of benefit to the public and that its pur­ 
pose w as a thinly veiled attem pt to open the state to an 
invasion by the quack and charlatan. 
The promises of lower dental rates held out by the 
proponents were found to be based solely on a desire 
o make votes for the measure, while the sections which 
purpose to provide additional safeguards for the public 
were characterized as camouflage to hide a vicious selfish 
motive.
